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To  make  a  bibliography  of  Tennyson  at  once  concise 
and  complete  is  difficult.  For  the  greater  part  of  his 
active  career  Tennyson  was  his  own  severest  editor,  can- 
celling and  emending,  so  that  as  edition  followed  edition, 
the  final  versions  of  many  poems  differed  in  many  details 
from  the  versions  originally  published. 

The  enumeration  of  these  mutations  belongs  more 
strictly  to  the  future  editor  of  the  Variorum  Tennyson, 
whoever  he  may  be.  But  the  bibliographer  cannot 
ignore  them.  Where  they  are  many  I  have  indicated 
the  chief;  where  few,  or  more  specially  interesting,  I  have 
stated  them.  My  aim  has  been  to  make  this  Bibliography 
concise  and  of  practical  value,  by  omitting  superfluous 
detail.     I  have  been  able  to  include  a  number  of  the  rare 

*  trial'  issues  unknown  to  Mr.  Herne  Shepherd  when  he 
compiled  his  Bibliography  (1896),  and  instead  of  only 
seven  valuable  first  editions  posterior  to   1850,  (Slater's 

*  Early  Editions' ),  details  are  given  of  twenty-two  scarce 
first  editions  and  some  half-dozen  Tennysoniana  published 
after  that  date. 

My  grateful  acknowledgments  are  due,  in  the  first 
place,  to  Mr.  T.  J.  Wise,  who  placed  at  my  disposal 
full  bibliographical  descriptions  of  seventeen  of  the  'trial' 
issues,  including  several  unknown  to  me.  To  the  late 
Mr.  Herne  Shepherd,  most  enthusiastic  of  Tennysonians, 
my  obligations  are  many;  and  the  debt  of  the  literary 
worker  to  the  *  Athenaeum'  and  its  allied  *  Notes  and 
Queries'  is  usually  so  obvious  as  to  be  unnecessary  to 
record. 

For  the  various  prices  quoted  I  have  relied  chiefly, 
bat  not  entirely,  on  Mr.  Slater's  admirable  'Book 
Prices  Current.'

In  actual  fact  the  poems  were  written  by  the  three  brothers, 
Charles,  Alfred,  and  Frederick.  Messrs.  Jackson  paid  the 
youthful  authors  20/.  for  the  copyright,  half  in  cash  and  half 
in  books.  At  first  glance,  this  seems  an  extraordinary  thing 
to  be  done  by  a  printer  in  a  little  country  town,  but  no  doubt 
the  speculation  paid  well,  at  least  indirectly.  The  Tennysons* 
grandfather  was  the  rich  and  influential  Rev.  Stephen  ffytche, 
vicar  of  Louth,  by  whose  favour  and  the  favour  of  the  Tenny- 
son circle,  the  Jacksons  probably  expected  much  lucrative 
printing.  The  MS.  remained  forgotten  in  the  possession  ot 
the  Jacksons,  and  in  1893  was  purchased  by  the  Cambridge 
branch  of  Messrs.  Macmillan  for  480/.  By  them  it  was  sold 
to  an  American  collector  and  is  now  in  Chicago.  It  is  said 
to  include  ten  poems  never  printed. 

In  1893  a  new  edition  was  issued  by  Macndllan  &  Co., 
with  the  initials  of  the  respective  authors  appended  to  each 
poem;  four  new  poems,  initialed  *A.  T.,'  found  in  the  MS., 
are  included. 
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In  the  Boolean  for  November,  1892,  Mr.  Robert  Roberts 
states  that  many  years  ago  he  had  in  his  possession  the  MS. 
of  a  tale  written  by  Alfred  Tennyson  when  very  young.  'It 
consisted  of  about  half-a-dozen  octavo  leaves,  stitched  in  a 
piece  of  brown  wrapping-paper,  with  the  title  "Mungo,  the 
American"  written  on  the  cover,  in  a  boyish  hand,  and  at 
the  bottom  was  given  the  name  of  the  publishers,  "Longman 
Sc  Co.,"  an  amusing  instance  of  the  child  being  father  of  the 
man.*  Mr.  Roberts  gives  a  hazy  sketch  from  memory  of  the 
story,  but  had  no  idea  where  the  MS.  had  gone.

TiMBUCToo  :  a  poem  (in  blank  verse)  which  obtained 
the  Chancellor's  Gold  Medal  at  the  Cambridge  Com- 
mencement, by  A.  Tennyson,  Trinity  College. 

[Both  in  buff  paper  cover,  the  'Prolusiones'  contain  all 
the  prize  poems  of  the  year,  13  pp.;  'Timbuctoo'  off-printed 
from  this,  6  pp.] 
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The  prize  poem  was  never  reprinted  by  Tennyson,  though 
a  few  lines  from  it  were  incorporated  in  the  *Ode  to  Memory* 
(1830),  and  in  'The  Lover's  Tale,'  written  about  the  same 
time.  It  is  reprinted  in  the  1893  reissue  of  'Poems  by  Two 
Brothers,'  and  in  'Tennyson's  Suppressed  Poems,'  1904.. 

The  selection  of  the  subject  'Timbuctoo'  for  the  1829 
prize  poem  was  probably  caused  by  the  publication  in  1 8 1 6 
of 'The  narrative  of  Robert  Adams,  a  sailor  who  was  wrecked 
on  the  Western  Coast  of  Africa  in  1810;  was  detained  three 
years  in  slavery  by  the  Arabs,  and  resided  several  months  in 
the  City  of  Timbuctoo.'  Rose  had  been  wrecked  on  the 
coast  of  Morocco,  but  never  saw  Timbuctoo;  he  worked-up 
the  fables  about  Timbuctoo  told  him  by  the  natives,  and 
returning  to  England,  sold  his  MS.  to  the  African  Assoc- 
iation, by  which  he  was  thereafter  consistently  backed.  His 
book  created  a  sensation,  and  was  translated  into  French 
and  German.  The  discussion  regarding  Rose's  alleged 
adventures  was  carried  on  for  many  years,  and  his  imposture 
was  not  finally  exposed  till  some  years  ago,  in  the  Italian 
magazine,  'Nuova  Antologia,'  no.  197.  Thackeray,  then  at 
Cambridge,  burlesqued  the  subject  chosen  in  his  little  paper, 
'The  Snob.'

Tennyson's  first  independent  venture  attracted  consider- 
able attention.  His  friend  Arthur  Hallam  gave  it  a  highly 
laudatory  review  in  Moxon's  short-lived  '  Englishman's 
Magazine,'  which  provoked  Christopher  North  into  a  caustic 
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but  just  notice  in  'Blackwood's,'  (May,  1832),  to  which  in 
turn  Tennyson  replied  with  the  'Crusty  Christopher '  epigram 
of  his  1833  volume.  In  the 'Westminster  Review,'  (Jany., 
I  831),  and  by  Leigh  Hunt  in  the  '  Tatler,'  (March,  1831), 
there  are  appreciative  reviews,  so  that  the  young  poet  at  the 
commencement  of  his  career  did  not  lack  encouragement.  It 
had  been  originally  intended  that  Arthur  Hailam's  poems 
should  be  published  conjointly  with  Tennyson's  in  this 
volume,  but  at  the  last  moment,  by  advice  of  Hailam's  father, 
his  poems  were  withdrawn  and  issued  separately  and  anony- 
mously for  private  distribution.  A  copy  of 'Poems,  Chiefly 
Lyrical,'  with  Hailam's  poems  included,  but  not  referred  to 
on  title,  sold  at  Sotheby's  in  Decern.,  '03,  for  16/.  10s. 

The  volume  contains  56  poems,  of  which  25  were  never 
reprinted  by  the  Poet.  The  poem,  'There  is  no  land  like 
England,'  suppressed  from  this  volume,  was  incorporated  in 
'The  Foresters,'  (1S92),  with  a  new  chorus.  The  poem, 
'A  Character,'  i-efers  to  an  individual  named  Sunderland, 
who  dominated  the  Cambridge  Union  of  the  time  with  his 
wealth  of  eloquence.  The  sonnet,  'To  J.  M.  K.'  is  addressed 
to  John  Mitchell  Kemble,  a  fellow-collegian,  who  afterwards 
gained  a  reputation  for  his  researches  in  Anglo-Saxon  litera- 
ture.   It  is  said  that  Tennyson's  profit  on  the  volume  was  1 1/. 

In  the  Life,  I,  267,  it  is  recorded  that  Tennyson  lost  the 
original  MS.  of  the  volume  out  of  his  great-coat  pocket  one 
night  while  returning  home.  But  his  marvellous  memory 
enabled  him  to  rewrite  word  for  word  without  a  lapse,  the 
entire  series  of  poems.

To  this  fourth  issue  of  'The  Gem'  Tennyson  contributed 
three  poems  never  afterwards  reprinted  by  him:  *No  More,* 
'Anacreontics,'  and  a  'Fragment,'  the  latter  in  blank  verse. 
'The  Gem'  was  the  most  literary  of  the  fashionable  annuals 
of  the  period.  For  a  time  it  was  edited  by  Hood,  and  had 
Scott,  Lamb,  and  Keats  among  its  contributors. 

This  issue  of 'The  Gem'  is  worth  about  3J.  The  old 
Annuals,  probably  owing  to  their  large  circulations,  are  of 
very  little  value,  and  ai-e  not  in  favour  with  collectors. 


The  Englishman's  Magazine.  No.  i,  August,  1831. 
London:  Edward  Moxon. 

Contains  a  sonnet,  'Check  every  outflash,  every  ruder 
sally,'  by  Tennyson,  not  included  in  the  collected  Works. 
The  same  number  contains  Hallam's  laudatory  article  on 
Tennyson's  1830  volume.  After  the  premature  collapse  of 
the  magazine  in  the  following  November,  the  sonnet  was  re- 
printed in  the  Annual,  'Friendship's  Offering'  for  1833.  It 
is  reprinted  also  in  Ltfe^  I,  80. 

Edward  Moxon,  the  publisher,  was  himself  a  poet,  his 
name  being  of  frequent  occurrence  in  the  periodicals  of  that 
time.  He  married  Isola,  Lamb's  adopted  daughter.  Lamb 
contributed  four  essays  to  the  magazine. 

For  its  interest  to  both  Lamb  and  Tennyson  collectors  the 
magazine  is  of  some  value.  Sets  are  priced  sometimes  as  high 
as  2/.,  though  305.  would  be  a  fair  price. 

VI 
Friendship's  Offering  for  1832.    London:  Smith. 
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Contains  the  sonnet,  *Me  my  own  Fate  to  lasting  sorrow 
doometh,'  never  afterwards  reprinted  among  the  collected 
Works,  but  republished  unaltered  in  Lifey  I,  65. 

Copies  of  this  annual  are  worth  about  3^. 

VII 

The  Yorkshire  Literary  Annual  for  1832.  Edited 
by  C.  F.  Edgar.     London:  Longman  &  Co. 

Contains  a  sonnet  by  Tennyson,  'There  are  three  things 
that  fill  my  heart  with  sighs,'  not  included  in  the  collected 
Works.  This  sonnet  is  supposed  to  have  been  written 
during  the  tour  of  Tennyson  and  Hallam  in  northern  Spain 
in  1830,  when,  it  is  surmised,  they  carried  secret  aid  to  the 
Spanish  revolutionaries.  The  tragic  story  of  the  abortive 
rising  is  told  in  Carlyle's  *Life  of  Sterling.' 

In  Feb.,  '93,  at  Sotheby's,  3/.  iSs.  was  paid  for  a  copy  of 
this  annual  and  of  the  'Hibernian  Keepsake'  for  1832 — 
about  three  times  their  value.

Poems.  By  Alfred  Tennyson.  London:  Edward 
Moxon,  64  New  Bond  Street,     mdcccxxxiii.

Of  the  thirty  poems  in  this  volume,  seven  were  never  re- 
printed, and  six  were  almost  rewritten  when  republished.  The 
volume  elicited  little  favourable  comment;  Tennyson's  friends 
were  appreciative,  but  commendations  from  those  in  literary 
authority  were  few,  though  an  article  by  J.  S.  Mill  in  the 
'London  Review'  (1835)  gave  encouragement.  A  depressing 
blow  was  an  article  in  the  'Quarterly'  for  July,  1833;  this 
is  credited  as  the  cause  of  the  Poet's  almost  absolute  silence 
of  the  next  ten  years;  it  was  reprinted  in  the  'Standard'  of 
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13  March,  1884.  Arthur  Hallam's  death  at  Vienna  in  Sep- 
tember, 1833,  was  the  cause  of  further  depression;  the  writ- 
ing of  *In  Memoriam'  was  almost  immediately  begun,  and 
continued  in  intermittent  fashion  until  publication  sixteen 
years  later. 

A  correspondent  of  the  'Athenaeum  *  discovered  in  an  old 
magazine,  'The  World  of  Fashion*  for  1833,  the  following 
version  of 'The  Death  of  the  Old  Year,'  a  poem  first  pub- 
lished in  Tennyson's  1833  volume.  It  is  probably  the  first 
draft  of  the  poem: 

THE  OLD  YEAR  AND  THE  NEW  ONE. 

Full  knee  deep  lies  the  winter  snow, 

And  the  winter  winds  are  sighing, 
Gently  come  and  gently  go. 
Softly  tread  and  whisper  low. 

For  the  Old  Year  lies  a-dying. 
He  was  full  of  joke  and  jest, 

But  his  merry  quips  are  o'er. 
To  see  him  die,  across  the  waste. 
His  son  and  heir  doth  ride  post  haste; 

But  he  '11  be  dead  before. 

Every  one  for  his  own. 
The  night  is  starry  and  cold,  my  friend. 
And  the  New  Year  blithe  and  bold,  my  friend. 

Comes  up  to  take  his  own. 

In  1862  a  pirated  reprint  of  the  1830  and  1833  volumes 
was  issued  in  Canada,  including  all  the  suppressed  poems; 
square  izmo.,  and  also  in  large  8vo.  It  was  however  rigidly 
suppressed.  A  copy  in  paper  covers  as  issued  sold  at  Sotheby's 
in  Decern.,  '91,  for  3/.  10^.;  and  a  large  paper  copy  in  mor- 
occo extra,  gilt  edges,  by  Mercier,  for  to/.,  in  June,  '99.

TiiE  Lover's  Tale.  A  Fragment.  By  Alfred  Tenny- 
son.

Tennyson  had  intended  that  *  The  Lover's  Tale '  should 
form  part  of  his  1833  volume,  but  in  a  letter  to  Moxon  a 
few  days  before  publication,  he  instructs  him  to  cancel  the 
sheets  containing  'The  Lover's  Tale,'  and  publish  the  volume 
without  it.  Some  half-dozen  proofs  in  sheets  seem  to  have 
been  made  up  and  distributed  among  friends-  in  a  letter 
quoted  in  the  Life  Hallam  playfully  threatens  that,  seeing  his 
copy  of  the  *  Tale '  is  the  only  one  in  existence,  he  will  make 
a  small  fortune  by  letting  it  out  at  five  shillings  a  time!  Of 
this  issue  only  two  copies  have  been  traced;  one,  from  the 
library  of  Mr.  Pickering,  the  publisher,  sold  in  '79  for  40/.; 
another,  from  the  collection  of  the  late  Rev.  W.  H.  Thomp- 
son, Master  of  Trinity,  sold  for  Sol.  in  '87:  it  had  a  number 
of  corrections  in  the  Poet's  autograph. 

Again  in  '69  the  *Tale,'  much  altered  and  with  a  new 
part  added,  was  intended  to  precede  the  'Golden  Supper*  in 
the  '  Holy  Grail '  volume,  but  was  again  suppressed  after 
having  been  put  in  type.  Of  this  version  also  some  proof- 
sheets  seem  to  have  been  distributed  among  friends,  but  in 
this  form  it  is  excessively  rare,  and  no  copy  has  occurred  at 
auction. 

In  '79  the  final  version  of  the  'Tale'  was  published. 

In  1870  and  again  in  1875  unauthorised  reprints  of  the 
'  Tale '  were  issued  by  the  late  R.  H.  Shepherd — to  be  both 
suppressed  at  the  Poet's  demand,  who  proved  his  largeness  of 
heart  in  contributing  towards  Shepherd's  costs  in  defending

the  action  brought  against  him  by  the  Poet.     The  original 
version  of  the  *Tale'  is  reprinted  in  the  ^Suppressed  Poems.* 


The  Keepsake  for  mdcccxxxvii.  Edited  by  the  Lady 
Emmeline  Stuart  Wortley,  London:  Longman,  Rees, 
Orme,  &  Co. 

[8vo.,  price  one  guinea;  and  on  large  paper,  two  guineas.] 

Contains  the  poem  'St.  Agnes,*  reprinted  in  1842  as  'St. 
Agnes'  Eve,'  with  a  few  minor  alterations.  'Three  summers 
back,  provoked  by  the  incivility  of  editors,  I  swore  an  oath 
that  I  would  never  again  have  to  do  with  their  vapid  books, 
and  I  brake  it  in  the  sweet  face  of  Heaven  when  I  wrote  for 
Lady  What's-her-name  Wortley.  But  then  her  sister  wrote 
to  Brookfield  and  said  she  (Lady  W.)  was  beautiful,  so  I 
could  not  help  it.'  {Life^  I,  158.)  Tennyson  contributed 
again  in  1851. 

Of  little  value;  worth  perhaps  3^.

The  Tribute:  a  collection  of  unpublished  Poems. 
Edited  by  Lord  Northampton.  London:  John  Murray. 
1837. 

Published  for  the  benefit  of  the  family  of  Rev.  Edward 
Smedley,  Editor  of  the  'Encyclopaedia  Metropolitana.'  In 
Life^  I,  157-160,  there  is  a  bantering  correspondence  with 
Moncton  Milnes  regarding  Tennyson's  contribution.  This 
is  entitled  *  Stanzas,'  and  comprised  1 1  o  lines  in  sixteen  stanzas 
of  varying  lengths.  In  1855  the  first  twelve  stanzas  were 
published  as  the  fourth  section  of  the  second  part  of 'Maud,' 
('O  that  'twere  possible'),  some  verbal  changes  and  trans-

— and  some  new  lines  were  introduced,  and  the  tenth  stanza 
of  1837  became  the  thirteenth  of  1855.     Stanzas, xiii-xvi  of 
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1837  were  never  reprinted.  This  poem  in  the  *Tribute' 
gained  Tennyson  his  first  notice  in  the  'Edinburgh  Review' 
which  had  till  then  ignored  him.

With  these  volumes  Tennyson  once  for  all  took  his  place 
as  the  leading  poet  of  his  generation.  On  all  sides  they  were 
received  with  acclaim,  the  'Edinburgh'  and  'Quarterly'  lead- 
ing the  chorus  of  praise. 

The  first  volume  is  made  up  of  poems  reprinted  from  the 
volumes  of  i  G  30  and  1833;  the  second  contains  3  7  new  poems 
and  'St.  Agnes'  from  'The  Tribute,'  and  'The  Sleeping 
Beauty'  in  'The  Day  Dream,' adapted  from  the  1830  volume. 
One  poem,  'The  Skipping  Rope,'  was  suppressed  after  the 
sixth  (1850)  edition  of  these  'Poems.'  The  second  edition, 
(1843),  the  third  (1845),  the  fourth  (  1846,  in  green  cloth), 
each  contained  minor  alterations,  and  to  the  fourth  the 
•Golden  Year*  was  added.  In  the  fifth  edition,  issued  in  1843, 
in  one  volume,  green  cloth,  'The  Deserted  House'  was  re- 
printed from  the  1830  volume;  to  the  sixth  (i  850)  was  added 
*To ,  after  reading  a  Life  and  Letters,'  from  the  'Exam- 
iner,* of  24  March,  1849;  the  seventh,  in  1851 — the  first 
Laureate  edition — contained  the  dedication  to  the  late  Queen, 
which  since  then  has  prefaced  all  collected  editions  of  the 
poet's  works.     In  this  edition  the  stanza  referring  to  the  first 
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International  Exhibition,  held  in  Hyde  Park,  was  published 
and  never  afterwards  reprinted : 

She  brought  a  vast  design  to  pass 
When  Europe  and  the  scatter'd  ends 
Of  our  fierce  world  did  meet  as  friends 

And  brethren,  in  her  halls  of  glass. 

This  edition  also  included  *  Edwin  Morris,'  'The  Eagle,* 
and  *Come  not  when  I  am  dead*  from  the  'Keepsake'  for 
1 851;  to  the  eighth  edition,  issued  two  years  later,  were 
added  'The  Sea  Fairies'  from  the  1830  volume,  much  altered, 
and  the  poem  'To  E.  L.  on  his  travels  in  Greece.* 

'The  Lord  of  Burghley '  in  vol  ii.  is  reprinted  in  'Progress 
of  H.  M.  Queen  Victoria  and  Prince  Albert  to  Burghley 
House,  Northamptonshire.*  [Northampton,  1844.  pp  49-50.] 

In  1842  Tennyson  printed  for  his  own  private  use  eight 
of  the  blank  verse  poems  'because  he  always  liked  to  see  his 
poems  in  print  some  months  and  sometimes  some  years  before 
publication,  "for,"  as  he  said,  "poetry  looks  better,  and  more 
convincing,  in  print.'*  {Life,  I,  190.)  This  trial  volume  was 
'Morte  D'Arthur,  Dora,  and  other  Idylls.'  Only  a  small 
edition  was  printed  and  distributed  among  friends.  None 
has  occurred  at  auction,  nor  is  there  any  copy  in  the  British 
Museum.

Contain  respectively  'The  New  Timon  and  the  Poets,* 
and  'Afterthought,'  signed  'Alcibiades.'  The  first  was  never 
reprinted  by  Tennyson;  the  second,  under  the  title  'Literary 
Squabbles,'  was  reprinted  in  the  1872  and  subsequent  editions 
of  the  collected  Works. 

In  1 845  Bulwer  Lytton  published  his  satiric  poetic  romance 
•The  New  Timon,*  in  the  course  of  which  he  bitterly  attacked 
Tennyson,  mainly  on  account  of  the  pension  ot  200/.  a  year 
granted  Tennyson  the  previous  year.  This  pension  was 
regarded  pretty  generally  as  a  'job';  Tennyson  was  supposed 
to  be  well-off — in  reality  he  was  poor,  as  his  branch  of  the 
family  had  been  disinherited  by  their  grandfather;  he  was 
young — only  36;  and  he  had  received  a  pension  that  would 
have  gone  otherwise  to  Sheridan  Knowles,  then  old  and  in 
want.  In  the  worthless  poem,  'O  Darling  Room,'  of  the 
1833  volume,  Tennyson  unfortunately  gave  Lytton  an  open- 
ing of  which  he  savagely  availed  himself  in  a  passage  of  some 
thirty  lines,  though  the  greater  sting  lay  in  the  'notes* 
appended : 

Let  school-miss  Alfred  vent  her  chaste  delight 

On  'darling  little  rooms  so  warm  and  bright  !* 

Chaunt  'I  'm  aweary'  with  infectious  strain 

And  catch  her  'blue  fly  singing  i*  the  pane.* 

Tho*  praised  by  critics,  tho'  adored  by  Blues, 

Tho'  Peel  with  pudding  plump  the  puling  muse, 

Tho'  Theban  taste  the  Saxon's  purse  controuls 

And  pensions  Tennyson  while  starves  a  Knowles, — etc, 

Tennyson's  reply  is  even  more  bitter.  He  afterwards  said: 
*I  never  sent  my  lines  to  'Punch':  John  Forster  did.  They 
were  too  bitter.  I  do  not  think  I  should  ever  have  published 
them.'  This  reflection  probably  induced  him  to  mitigate  the 
severity  of  his  invective  with  the  'Afterthought*  published 
the  succeeding  week,     Lytton,  in  subsequent  editions  of  the 
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*New  Timon,*  cancelled  the  offending  passage  and  notes,  and 
Tennyson  and  he  became  fairly  good  friends.

The  'Princess*  was  'mostly  written  in  Lincoln's  Inn  Fields.' 
The  poem  did  not  bring  any  access  of  reputation  to  the  Poet. 
It  sold  well,  however;  the  second  edition  (1848)  has  a  dedic- 
ation to  Henry  Lushington;  the  third,  (1850,  pp.  177),  has 
numerous  additions  and  omissions:  the  six  songs,  by  which 
the  poem  is  chiefly  valued,  and  a  passage  of  blank  verse 
forming  the  sequel  to  the  prologue,  are  inserted;  the  fourth 
edition,  (1851,  pp.  182),  has  added  the  passage  referring  to 
the  prince's  weird  seizures;  the  fifth  edition,  (1853,  pp.  183), 
has  the  passage  *0  miracle  of  women'  added;  no  further 
changes  were  made  in  succeeding  editions.  For  the  collector 
no  edition  after  the  first  has  any  intrinsic  value,  but  for  the 
student  of  Tennyson  the  first  five  editions  are  essential.

Mablethorpe  is  a  village  on  the 
Lincolnshire  coast  to  which  Tennyson's  father  took  his  fam- 
ily each  summer.  The  long  swell  of  the  sea  on  this  bleak 
coast  seems  to  have  had  an  extraordinary  fascination  for  the 
poet,  and  he  recurs  to  it  again  and  again  in  his  poems.

*In  Memoriam*  was  written  in  a  series  of  independent 
sections,  the  first  immediately  after  Arthur  Hallam's  death, 
and  the  last,  the  introductory,  in  1849.  Published  at  first 
anonymously,  it  was  received  with  the  usual  banalities  of 
newspaper  criticism;  by  the  responsible  reviews  its  genius  was 
at  once  recognised,  and  on  the  acknowledgment  of  the 
authorship  became  instantly  successful.  Second  and  third 
editions,  practically  reprints,  followed  the  same  year.  To  the 
fourth  edition  in  1851  the  section,  *0  sorrow,  wilt  thou  live 
with  me?'  was  interpolated  as  the  fifty-eighth,  making  130 
numbered  sections  in  all,  with  Introductory  and  Eplthalam- 
ium.  No  further  important  change  was  made  till  187  i,  when 
the  first  complete  edition  of  the  Poet's  works  was  published 
in  ten  vols.  In  this  edition  the  present  thirty-ninth  section 
was  added  to  *In  Memoriam,*  making  the  numbered  sections 
131,  as  the  poem  has  since  remained. 

Tennyson  imagined  he  had  Invented  the  metre  of  *In 
Memoriam,'  and  was  surprised  to  discover  later  that  it  had 
been  already  used  by  Jonson,  Sidney,  and  Herbert  of  Cherbury. 
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A  library  has  grown  round  *In  Memoriam'  of  Concord- 
ances, Analyses,  Illustrations,  etc.  It  has  been  discussed 
from  every  point  of  view — proof  of  the  profound  influence 
it  exercised  over  English  thought  for  half  a  century.  In  the 
Life^  I,  295  et  seq.,  the  story  of  its  inception  is  most  interest- 
ingly told,  and  several  unpublished  sections  are  printed. 

Perhaps  the  most  hackneyed  quotation  from  the  poem  is: 

'Tis  better  to  have  loved  and  lost 
Than  never  to  have  loved  at  all. 

This  thought  was  anticipated,  less  felicitously,  by  Moncton 
Milnes : 

He  who  for  love  has  undergone 

The  worst  that  can  befall. 
Is  happier  thousandfold  than  one 

Who  never  loved  at  all. 

The  year  1850  marked  the  turn  in  Tennyson's  fortunes. 
Hitherto  his  income  from  his  books  had  been  small,  but  in 
arranging  for  the  publication  of  *In  Memoriam,*  Moxon 
agreed  to  pay  a  definite  amount  yearly  on  account  of  royal- 
ies;  this  with  his  200/.  pension  and  300/.  advanced  by  Moxon, 
enabled  him  to  arrange  for  his  marriage  with  Miss  Emily 
Selwood,  deferred  through  want  of  funds  for  ten  years.  In 
June  of  that  year,  a  few  days  after  the  publication  of  *In 
Memoriam,'  the  marriage  was  celebrated,  and  with  it,  as  the 
poet  himself  said,  the  peace  ot  God  came  into  his  life.  In 
the  following  November  Tennyson  was  appointed  to  the 
Laureateship,  in  succession  to  Wordsworth,  who  had  died  in 
the  preceding  April.  Thenceforward  Tennyson's  reputation 
and  fortunes  steadily  grew. 

A  'trial'  issue  of  *In  Memoriam'  was  printed  previous  to 
publication;  according  to  Mr.  Heme  Shepherd,  it  had  only 
118  sections.  But  no  copy  has  occurred  recently  at  the  sales, 
and  there  is  none  in  the  British  Museum,  so  the  present 
editor  has  had  no  opportunity  of  examining  this  bibliograph- 
ical treasure. 

An  edition   of  *In    Memoriam,'   in    Latin,    by    Oswald 
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Augustus  Smith  was  issued  in  1861,  privately  printed  by- 
Messrs.  Bradbury  &  Evans.  It  has  no  title-page  or  head- 
lines, only  half-title  In  Memoriam,  and  on  verso,  In  Mem- 
ORIAM,  A.  H.  H.,  OBiiT  MDCCCXXXiii.  Interleaved  is  English 
version  by  same  printers,  separately  paged.  Along  back  of 
cover  IS  stamped  In  Memoriam.  O.  A.  S.,  and  inside  is  slip, 
'Printed  for  private  circulation  only.'  Fifty  copies  were 
printed  for  distribution  among  friends.  In  1891  the  same 
author  issued  Auburnia,  O,  A.  S.,  including  English  text 
and  Latin  translations  of 'Our  Ironclads,'  'Crossing  the  Bar,* 
and  '  For  Sirjohn  Franklin's  Cenotaph  in  Westminster  Abbey,*

Contains  a  poem  of  78  lines,  written  in  the  style  of  Pope, 
eulogising   Lord    Denman,    then    retiring   from    the    Chief 
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usticeship.     It  'was  recited  by  the  Poet  Laureate'  at  a  meet- 
^^     ixig  of  the  Home  Circuit  mess,  held  at  Kingston  on  2  April, 
1850.     It  is  scarcely  possible  that  it  is  Tennyson's.     He  was 
not  appointed  Laureate  till  November;  and  as  Wordsworth 
died  a  fortnight  after  the  date  when  the  verses  were  recited, 
S^^t   is  improbable  they  were   by    him.     There  is  nothing  of 
^^Bither  poet  in  the  lines.     It  is  certainly  strange  that  a  volume 
^^^ssued  by  the  Corporation  of  London  should  contain  such  an 
anomalous  statement,  and  as  strange  that  the  matter  should 
not  have  been  authoritatively  disposed  of  ere  this.      To  the 
present  Editor  the  obvious  explanation  seems  to  be  that  a 
poetic  member  of  the  Home  Counties  Mess  of  the  time  had 
been  dubbed  by  his  fellows  'Poet  Laureate,'  and  the  fact  was 
so  well  known  then  as  to  make  explanation  unnecessary.  The 
opening  couplet  is  in  itself  sufficient  to  disprove  Tennyson's 
authorship: 

Forgive  your  Laureate  if  he  flings  away 
His  motley  mask,  and  dares  be  grave  today, 
While  to  the  memory  of  a  great  career 
He  yields  a  homage,  feeble,  but  sincere. 

Tennyson — or  Wordsworth — in  motley!  And  for  Tenny- 
son to  speak  of  himself,  in  April,  1850,  as  Laureate  is  quite 
impossible.  The  little  book  is  worthless  as  a  Tennyson  item, 
but  a  copy  sold  at  Sotheby's  in  June,  '96,  for  22s.  The  lines 
are  reprinted  in  the  'Avon  Booklet,'  no.  24.

The  Keepsake  for  mdcccli.  Edited  by  Miss  Power. 
London:  David  Bogue. 

To  this  issue,  the  first  under  Miss  Power's  editorship,  a 
number  of  the  prominent  writers  of  the  time  contributed. 
Tennyson  sent  two  poems:  three  stanzas  of  three  lines  each, 
'What  time  I  wasted  youthful  hours,'  never  reprinted  by  him; 
and  'Come  not  when  I  am  dead,'  reprinted  in  the  seventh  and 
subsequent  editions  of  the  'Poems.' 

'After   1850,  first  editions  [of  Tennyson]  and  a  fortiori 
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later  ones,  are  of  no  value  beyond  a  few  shillings,  with  seven 
exceptions.'  (Slater's  'Early  Editions,'  p.  305.)  Mr.  Slater 
is  however  too  definite  in  limiting  the  number  to  seven;  there 
are  at  least  a  dozen  very  scarce  first  editions  posterior  to  1 850, 
as  noted  below.

Contains  the  Sonnet  to  Macready,  read  by  John  Forster 
at  the  farewell  dinner  to  Macready  on  his  retiring  from  the 
stage,  on  i  March,  1851.  Lytton  was  in  the  chair,  and 
Dickens  was  among  the  speakers.  The  Sonnet  was  reprinted 
at  the  same  time  in  'The  People  and  Howitt's  Journal.' 

The  'Narrative'  volumes  are  of  small  value,  worth  in  the 
original  cloth  perhaps  a  shilling  each.

The  Examiner,  31  January,  and  7  and  14  February, 

1852. 

Then  under  the  editorship  of  John  Forster,  the  Hunts*  old 
newspaper  was  an  undoubted  power  in  the  'Fifties  and  'Sixtis. 
On  three  occasions,  in  1849,  1852,  and  in  1854,  Tennyson 
chose  the  medium  of  the  powerful  'Examiner'  to  reach  the 
larger  public  his  books  did  not  touch,  and  to  give  vent  to  the 
polemics  that  would  have  been  out  of  place  in  his  published 
volumes.  The  poem,  'Britons,  Guard  your  Own,'  signed 
*  Merlin,'  and  published  on  31  January,  1852,  was  never 
reprinted.  It  consists  of  ten  six-line  stanzas,  of  which  the 
first — considerably  altered — seventh,  eighth,  and  tenth,  are 
reprinted  in  the  Life.  To  the  following  week's  'Examiner' 
Tennyson  sent  two  poems  signed  'Merlin'  :  the  first,  'Hands 
All  Round,'  was  never  reprinted  until  it  appeared  in  the  Ltfe^ 
but  was  later  re-written  and  set  to  music  by  Lady  Tennyson 
(see  below  under  date  1881),  this  re- written  version  being 
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included  in  'Tiresias'  vol.,  (1885);  the  second  poem,  *The 
Third  of  February,  1852,' — a  fierce  denunciation  of  Napol- 
eon Ill's  coup  d'etat  and  of  the  House  of  Lords  for  counselling 
a  policy  of  negative  approval  of  that  treachery — was  republish- 
ed in  the  third  volume  of  the  1872  edition  of  the  collected 
Works.  The  fourth  poem,  'How  much  I  love  this  Writer's 
manly  Style,'  was  published  on  14  February  signed  'Taliessen,' 
preceded  by  a  letter  to  the  Editor  in  which  the  suggestion  is 
made  that  the  poem  is  written  by  someone  other  than  'Merlin.* 
Mr.  Heme  Shepherd  in  his  Tennyson  Bibliography  identified 
the  poem  by  internal  evidence  as  Tennyson's;  the  present 
Editor,  in  'Tennyson's  Suppressed  Poems,'  (1904),  and  in 
*Harper's  Magazine,'  (December,  1903),  reprinted  the  poem 
as  undoubtedly  by  Tennyson.  It  was  however  repudiated  by 
some  critics,  and  the  question  was  not  set  at  rest  until  last 
year,  when  the  proof  of  the  poem  with  corrections  in  Tenny- 
son's autograph  was  sold  at  Sotheby's.

The  first  edition  of  this  famous  Ode,  one  of  the  noblest 
patriotic  poems  in  the  language,  had  a  very  indifferent  recep- 
tion.   The  first  issue  contains  five  lines  never  reprinted: 

But  wink  no  more  in  slothful  overtrust. 
[Perchance  our  greatness  will  increase; 
Perchance  a  darkening  future  yields 
Some  reverse  from  worse  to  worse, 
The  blood  of  men  in  quiet  fields, 
And  sprinkled  on  the  sheaves  of  peace.] 

A  pirated  reprint  of  the  Ode  was  sold  in  the  streets  on  the 
day  of  the  funeral  at  a  penny;  copies  are  sometimes  priced 
by  the  dealers  as  high  as  2/. 
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A  new  edition,  issued  in   1853,  was  considerably  altered 
and  contains  an  interpolated  line  afterwards  cancelled: 

Where  shall  we  lay  the  man  whom  we  deplore? 
[He  died  on  Walmer's  lonely  shore.] 

As  thus  corrected,  the  Ode  took  its  final  form,  as  republished 
in  *Maud'  volume,  (1855). 

Value.  First  edition  in  paper  wrapper  as  issued:  i/.  45.,

His  friend,  Sir  John  Simeon,  had 
suggested  to  him  that  these  stanzas  required  an  introductory- 
explanatory  poem;  this  was  written,  and  then  another  was 
found  necessary;  and  thus  the  poem  was  completed.  The 
volume  contained  besides:  'The  Brook,'  'The  Letters,'  'The 
Daisy,'  'Will,'  'Lines  to  F.  D.  Maurice,'  all  published  for 
the  first  time;  and  the  'Ode  on  the  Death  of  the  Duke  of 
Wellington,'  and  the  'Charge  of  the  Light  Brigade.'

While 
they  walked  the  streets  at  night  in  endless  perambulation,  or 
while  they  sat  together  over  a  single  meal  in  a  suburban 
tavern,  Tennyson's  dark  eyes  would  suddenly  be  set  as  those 
of  a  man  who  sees  a  vision,  and  no  further  sound  would  pass 
his  lips,  perhaps  for  an  hour.'

This  volume  was  printed  at  the  Victoria  Press, 
a  printing-office  established  by  Miss  Emily  Faithful!  with  a 
view  to  providing  suitable  employment  for  women.  The 
Victoria  Press  was  not  altogether  a  charity,  although  the 
whole  of  the  pieces — in  prose  and  verse — contained  in  the 
pages  of  'The  Victoria  Regia'  were  contributed  gratuitously 
by  their  several  authors.  As  a  mark  of  grateful  courtesy 
Miss  Faithfull  reprinted  three  of  these  contributions  (those 
of  Tennyson,  Thackeray,  and  Coventry  Patmore)  separately, 
and  presented  twenty-five  copies  of  each  to  its  respective 
author.  These  were  all  uniform  save  in  the  colour  of  the 
wrappers,  the  Tennyson  pamphlet  having  cream,  the  Thack- 
eray pamphlet  green,  and  the  Patmore  pamphlet  blue-coloured 
covers.  Tennyson's  contribution  was  reprinted  in  'Enoch 
Arden'  vol.,  (1864),  with  several  alterations.

The  simplicity  of  subject  and  treatment 
appealed  to  the  general  reader.  Though  many  of  Tennyson's 
individual  poems  had  already  gained  a  wide  popular  approval, 
this  is  probably  the  first  of  his  volumes  that  gained  an  immed- 
iate popular  audience.  'Enoch  Arden'  has  retained  its 
popularity;  and  when  the  incidents  of  its  story  are  paralleled 
in  actual  life,  as  sometimes  happens,  the  event  is  spoken  of 
in  the  newspapers  as  an  'Enoch  Arden'  romance.  Curiously 
enough,  Adelaide  Anne  Procter  in  1858  published  a  poem — 
'Homeward  Bound' — treating  of  the  same  subject,  but  it 
was  unknown  to  Tennyson  when  he  wrote  'Enoch  Arden.' 
The  poem  'The  Ringlet'  has  never  been  reprinted.

This  was  the  initial  vol.  of 'Moxon's  Miniature  Poets,'  and

'Sonnets  to  a  Coquette'  now  reprinted  among  'Early  Sonnets.* 
The  selection  for  this  volume  was  made  by  Tennyson,  and 
a  special  introductory  note  written  dedicating  the  book  to 
the  'Working  Men  of  England'  for  the  edition  sold  in 
sixpenny  monthly  parts  after  issue  in  bound  form. 

This  was  the  last  of  Tennyson's  books  issued  by  Moxon, 
bringing  to  an  end  a  business  connexion  of  35  years. 

A  uniform  vol.  of  'Songs  from  the  Works  of  Alfred 
Tennyson'  was  issued  by  Strahan  &c  Co.  in  1872.

The  first  issue  of  Mr.  Shepherd's  interesting  monograph, 
in  dark  blue  cloth  uncut,  contained  a  number  of  the  earlier 
uncollected  poems.  It  was  however  suppressed  by  Tennyson, 
and  the  leaves  containing  these  poems  were  cancelled.  Very 
few  copies  in  the  first  state  are  in  existence.  The  second 
edition,  (1879),  contains  a  denunciatory  sonnet  on  Cambridge 
('Therefore  your  halls,  your  ancient  colleges'),  now  includ- 
ed in  'Tennyson's  Suppressed  Poems.'  This  sonnet  was  re- 
printed in  the  'Times,'  15  March,  1884,  with  an  explanatory 
letter  from  Hallam  Tennyson,  expressing  Lord  Tennyson's 
regret  that  it  should  have  been  published.  Lord  Tennyson 
said:  'I  have  a  great  affection  for  my  old  University,  and  can 
only  regret  that  this  spirit  of  undergraduate  irritability  against 
the  Cambridge  of  that  day  ever  found  its  way  into  print.' 

The  sonnet,  considerably  toned  down,  is  reprinted  in  the 
Life,  I,  67.

The  original 
issue  is  now  worth  little  more  than  a  third  of  the  published 
price  j  Dore's  vogue  is  entirely  gone — killed  by  his  tiresome 
mannerisms,  and  by  the  action  of  enterprising  publishers  in 
flooding  the  market  with  cheap  reproductions  of  his  designs.

Contains  the  second  series  of  the  'Idylls'  :  *The  Coming  of 
Arthur,'  'The  Holy  Grail,'  'Pelleas  and  Ettarre,' and  'The 
Passing  of  Arthur'  (incorporating  the  'Morte  d*  Arthur' 
published  in  the  1842  volumes.  In  the  collected  Works  the 
'Morte  d' Arthur'  is  printed  among  the  'English  Idylls'  as 
well  as  being  incorporated  in  '  The  Passing  of  Arthur,'  so 
that  the  curious  anomaly  is  presented  of  a  poem  of  over  230 
lines  being  printed  word  for  word,  twice  in  the  same  volume). 
The  other  poems  published  for  the  first  time  were:  'Northern 
Farmer.  New  Style,*  'The  Golden  Supper*  (later  printed  as 
part  iv  of  the  revised  version  of  'The  Lover's  Tale'),  'The 
Higher  Pantheism,'  'Flower  in  the  Cranied  Wall'  ;  and  three 
poems  previously  published  :  'The  Victim,'  'Wages,'  and 
'Lucretius.'  It  may  be  noted  that  Tennyson  has  taken 
poetic  license  in  making  the  San  Greal  a  cup;  the  San  Greal 
reverenced  at  Genoa  from  time  immemorial  as  the  dish  used 
by  Our  Lord  at  the  Last  Supper  is  a  deep  bowl  or  tureen  of 
dark  green  glass,  about  1  2in.  in  diameter  and  3in.  deep,  with 
two  handles. 

This  was  the  first  of  the  three  new  volumes  issued  for 
Tennyson  by  Strahan  &  Co.  before  their  business  was  trans- 
ferred to  H.  S.  King  &  Co.  The  contract  made  between 
Tennyson  and  Strahan  provided  for  the  payment  of  50C0/. 
per  annum  for  the  right  to  publish  the  books  issued  up  to 
that  time,  further  new  books  being  issued  on  ten  per  cent 
commission.

It  was 
never  made  up  for  public  issue,  and  as  all  the  known  surviv- 
ing copies  are  bound,  it  is  probable  that  the  few  examples 
struck  off  were  stitched  together  without  wrapper  or  cover, 
and  distributed  to  the  friendly  critics  for  whose  perusal  they 
were  destined.

^%u\\.Ty  palms  of  India,'  in  a  second  printing  of  the  pamphlet 
in  the  form  of  a  half-sheet  folded  in  two,  forming  a  4to.  of 
four  pages.  The  'Ode'  was  published  in  the  'Times*  of 
7  March,  1874  ;  ^"^1  in  vol.  4  of  the  'Cabinet*  edition  of  the 
collected  Works. 

When  Mr.  Strahan  retired  from  publishing,  part  of  his 
business  was  transferred  to  H.  S.  King  &  Co.  The  arrange- 
ment made  with  the  new  publishers  was  for  4000/.  yearly 
for  the  right  to  issue  the  previously  published  volumes,  and 
a  new  collected  edition  in  one  vol.  of  which  over  a  hundred 
thousand  copies  were  sold.  As  was  Tennyson's  rule  with 
all  his  books  following  '  In  Memoriam,'  new  books  were  to 
be  published  on  ten  per  cent  commission.

This  second  attempt  of  Mr.  Heme  Shepherd  to  reprint 
the  'Lover's  Tale*  met  with  the  fate  of  his  first  attempt  in 
1870 — both  were  suppressed  by  order  of  the  Court  of 
Chancery.  Of  the  1870  issue,  containing  only  the  'Lover's 
Tale,'  no  copy  is  known.  Of  the  second  issue  in  1875  some 
few  copies  escaped  destruction.  Besides  the  'Lover's  Tale'  it 
contains  sixteen  of  the  other  suppressed  poems.  The  copy 
in  the  British  Museum  has  inscribed  on  the  fly-leaf  this  note: 
'Compiled  and  privately  printed  by  the  editor  of  'Tenny- 
soniana'  in  1875  and  suppressed  by  an  injunction  of  the 
Court  of  Chancery.  The  principal  poem  was  reprinted  from 
the  only  copy  of  the  original  that  has  ever  occurred  for 
public  sale  and  which  brought  41/.  at  Puttick  &  Simpson's 
sale  of  the  late  Mr.  Pickering's  Tennyson  collection.' 

To  this  second  issue  Mr.  Shepherd  contributed  a  12-page 
monograph  on  the  'Lover's  Tale.*  As  the  contents  of  the 
volume  are  now  non-copyright,  it  has  ceased  to  have  any 
special  value  beyond  its  rarity.  On  that  account  it  will 
always  be  of  some  value,  but  the  quotation  of  5/.  at  Sotheby's 
in  iMarch,  '00,  will  distinctly  not  form  a  precedent.

Produced  at  the  Lyceum  Theatre  on  18  April,  1876,  and 
had  an  excellent  reception  and  a  run  of  some  weeks.  This 
success  was  undoubtedly  chiefly  due  to  the  fine  acting  of 
Henry   Irving   as   Philip   of  Spain   and   of  Mrs.  Crowe  as 
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Queen  Mary.  It  is  liard  to  find  in  the  play  itself  justific- 
ation of  the  extravagant  eulogiums  of  contemporary  critics 
quoted  in  the  Life.

A  few  lines  were  inserted  in  the  acting  version  in  a  speech 
of  Queen  Mary's,  and  not  printed  in  the  new  edition  issued 
in  1876.  In  the  Life,  II,  179,  an  unpublished  close  to  the 
last  Act  is  given.

Towards  the  end  of  1884  Tennyson  became  actively  in- 
terested in  the  project  of  a  Training  Home  for  boys  to  be 
established  in  memory  of  General  Gordon.  His  letter  to  the 
'Times'  first  drew  public  attention  to  the  matter  and  led  to 
the  establishment  of  the  Home.  In  December  of  the  previous 
year  Tennyson  had  been  raised  to  the  peerage  by  Gladstone, 
and  in  March,  1884,  took  his  seat  in  the  House  of  Lords.

'Tennyson  knew  little  about  the  requirements  of  the 
theatre,  and  it  was  evident  that  an  acting  version  of  'Becket* 
would  have  to  differ  materially  in  the  sequence  of  scenes 
from  the  work  as  it  stood  in  print.  The  task  of  making 
this  version  was  rather  delicate,  and  the  account  of  it,  which 
we  have  received  from  Sir  Henry,  must  be  given  in  his  own 
words : — 

*"I  had  so  cut  and  altered  the  sequence  of  the  play  that 
I  was  a  little  nervous  as  to  the  view  Tennyson  would  take 
of  it.  So  I  bethought  me  of  making  a  fresh  copy — as 
't  were  for  the  printer — a  copy  with  all  the  'cuts*  unmarked, 
and  no  clue  whatever  as  to  the  fashion  in  which  I  had 
transposed  some  lines  and  omitted  others.  In  fact,  I  pasted 
together  all  the  selected  portions,  leaving  out  the  rest.  This 
innocent  and  engaging  work  was  then  submitted  to  Tenny- 
son, who  took  it  like  a  lamb.  Its  clearness  and  compactness 
seemed  to  please  him,  and  I  had  the  agreeable  sensations  of 
the  actor-manager,  who  is  not  only  absolved  by  his  author, 
but  even  commended,    Tennyson  was  rarely  in  a  theatre,  and 
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had  never  studied  audiences  and  the  construction  of  plays. 
Had  he  given  his  mind  to  those  things,  I  believe  he  would 
have  been  a  great  dramatist.  Towards  the  end  of  his  life 
dramatic  work,  I  think,  delighted  him  more  than  any  other." 
*  As  he  lay  on  his  death-bed,  Tennyson  thought  of  the  play 
he  was  never  to  see.  *'He  enquired  of  his  doctor,"  continues 
Sir  Henry,  "when  Becket  was  to  be  acted.  *In  May,  Irving 
tells  me,'  was  the  reply.  *Ah!'  said  the  dying  man,  'they 
never  did  me  justice  with  The  Promise  of  May.  But  Irving 
will  do  me  justice  with  'Becket.'  I  always  thought  that  a 
sacred  injunction,"  adds  Sir  Henry.*
